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Planning Board Adopts New Development Rules 


‘The Wilmington Planning Board, 
last Wednesday evening, adopted 
new regulations for sub-develop- 
ments of real estate, in Wilming- 
ton, regulations which are much 
stronger than any town heretofore. 
Following, they do, the recent 
change in By-Laws, the effect is 
to ensure that homes to be built in 
new deelopments will be larger 
than they have been in previous 
years. 
‘The By-Laws now read that a 
house lot shall be 150 feet by 150 
feet, minimum, which makes a 
house lot in the new developments 
not less than one-half acre in size. 
Under the regulations adopted 
‘Wednesday evening, there shall be, . 
. in addition to the 40 foot wide str-| 94, 
tots, sidewalks, of concrete, four 
feet wide, and planting strips, fiv 
feet wide between the sidewalks 
the streets.

Only nine more days remain in which residents of Wilming- 
ton; who are not registered voters, may register if they intend to 
vote in the September primaries. The law calls for the Board of 
Registrars to close their books 20 days before any town meeting, 
or election, and not to open them for additional registrations 
until after that election or town meeting has been held.

solidly behind their candidates, and that the Republicans of Read 
ing will probably vote for the two gentlemen from that town. 
That leaves the balance of power in the Republican primaries to 
the towns of Wilmington and North Reading. It gives the voters 
of this town a unique chance to make their power felt — but it 
will not be felt if the people neglect to register before the 13th 
of August. 

As far as the Democratic primaries are concerned, the Cru- 
sader has only one thing to say — and that is Vote for Ring. Ring 
is the first aspirant from Wilmington in 20 years, and we hope 
that the Democrats of this town will line up solidly behind the 
gentleman. However, as in the case of the Republican candidates, 
good wishes alone are not going to get Mr. Ring nominated. It 
is up to the Democrats of Wilmington to see that every possible 
voter is registered before August 13th.

NEW YORK, July 26—This

New England Electric System 
and other companies of The Dow 
Chemical-Detroit Edison and Asso- 
ciates Atomic Power Development 
Project announced that they have 
signed a new agreement with the 
United States Atomic Energy 
Commission to continue research 
and development on a breeder re- 
actor for the generation of electric 
power and other products. 

Under the agreement the 26 pro-| 
ject companies are preparing to 
spend more than $2,500,000 of pri- 
vate funds during 194, Where the 
investigations of the group of 
romppanies require work which 
is of direct interest to the Atomic 
Energy Commission and forms 
part of its approved program, the 
expense will be borne by the Com- 
missign, It is estimated that the 
cost of this specific work will be 
about $300,000. This program on 
the part of the AEC will benefit 
not only the Dow-Detroit atomic 
power project, but also the other 
study groups working in the power 
reactor field. 

The $2,500,000 of private funds 
will be spent in  industry-owned 
research facilities insofar as possl- 
ble. It will be necessary, however, 
as part of the privately-financed 
work, to request the Commission 
to perform needed research in 
government-owned national lab- 
oratories which have the special- 
ized facilities to handle radioac- 
tive and fissionable materials that 
are not now available in privately- 
owned laboratories. The project 
companies propose to reimburse 
the government for the use of 
these specialized facilities out of 
their own budgeted funds. It is 
estimated that about $300,000 of 
the private funds will be spent in 
this wa; 

Irwin L, Moore, president of

‘The companies associated in the 
project now include 18 electric 
power systems, four manufactur- 
ing industries, one’ chemical com- 
pany ang three engineering and 
construction firms. 

“The main objective-of The Dow 
Chemical-Detroit Edison Atomic 
Power Development Project,” 
Mr. Moore said, ‘is the develop- 
ment of a new source of heat ener- 
gy, that is, nuclear fuels to com- 
pete commercially with conven- 
tional fuels. Our specific interests 
are the release and utilization of 
heat from the fission process for 
the economical production of elec- 
tric power, and the production of 
@ ‘high-gsade by-product fuel. 
Other fission products would be 
utilized and marketed for the max- 
imum use and value which can be 
developed for them: 

“The economic production of 
power and fuel is the prime basis 
on which substantial private in- 
vestmen capital can be induced 
to come into the new atomic ener- 
gy industry. If we can carry the 
development forward and become 
convinced that there is a real 
promise of producing competitive 
nd fuel, we can expect to 
reactor in full scale size, 
using private capital and without 
government subsidy."’ 

He added that the basic design 
reactor chosen for the develop- 
ment effort is the breeder reactor 
which is believed to have an im- 
portant commercial potential be- 
cause it produces more fuel than 
it burns and thus would be utiliz- 
ing all of the natural uranium 
rather than just a fraction of it. In 
addition, the project intends to 
carry on investigations of other 
promising power reactor concepts. 
‘This will be a parallel program of 
considerably lesser emphasis. 

Mr. Moore pointed out that the

Later on, in a discussion of Faul- 
kner avenue, with Black, Courtney 
reported that he didn't, know yet 
what was to be ddhe there, as he 
had not the time to discuss it 
Bliss asked if Courtney had ever 
given any thought to using cal- 
cium chloride to bind the streets, 
such as is done in New Hampshire 
and Black pointed out the impor- 
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tance of Faulkner road, as a direct 
connection betwen the Lake Dis- 
trict and North Wilmington. 

Mrs. Drew again brought up the 
subject of straightening out West 
street, and was supported by Black 
who termed the offer by Foley as 
a “fine gesture". Black, who wai 
acting as chairman, told the TM 
that he should fine out ¢he cost 
of surveying, and then go to the 
Finance Committee for the money. 
“This wasn't known last spring, 
and it is a fine thing to get while 
we can” 

Black also asked how long the 
Burlington avenue bridge was go- 
ing to be out of use, saying that 
some people were being sent a 
long way around on the detour 
down Chestnut street, and Butters 
Row. Courtney stated that he be- 
lived the project will take less 
than a week. 

Tax Statement 

Courtney told the Board that he 
had written several drafts of a 
statement which he plans to send 
with the tax bills, but has not yet 
arrived at the one he wants. He 
wants to tell the people, first, 
What Happehed,, and secondly, 
What we are Going to Do About 
It, he stated. 

New Brooms 

Mrs. Drew related that a Tewks- 
bury.resident had remarked that 
the old gentleman who sweeps 
around Wilmington square had a 
very old broom, one that was a 
disgrace to the town 

Black: I agree. 

TM: Oh yes, and I have a new 
broom, to tag on behind the truck, 
for street sweeping. The Superin- 
tendent of the Highway is ahead 
of schedule on his sweeping now.
